The peace and joy of the Lord be yours this Christmas Season! May all of us 
open our hearts and minds a little more to the overwhelming reality of the Incarna- 
tion. As a continuation of the Incarnational theme, the Province has arranged a 
"going into the desert", a much needed time of reflection and meditation. The two 
Claretian "Retreats" will be held in the desert near Tucson, Arizona, at the 
Redemptorist Retreat House, Cortaro, Arizona. Fr. John Kane, CssR, will be the 
Retreat facilitator. Cost is $65 per person, which most dioceses allow to be taken 
from parish funds. Otherwise, the local Community is responsible. 


In past years many of our retreats were made together, or with diocesan men, 
or perhaps even privately. That flexibility is still there this time, but there 
seems to be a growing feeling in many places that we Claretians should try to make 
this January and/or February retreat together at the Tucson, Arizona retreat house. 
The Eastern Province members are to be invited to this "desert reflection and medi- 
tation" with us. 


1. FIRST DESERT RETREAT - January 27 to 31, 1975. It begins Monday after- 
nocn, January 27 with dinner at 6:00 p.m., iaa by the first session. The first 
retreat ends Friday morning, January 3lst. Fr. John Kane, CssR, Retreat Director. 


2a SECOND DESERT RETREAT - February 17 to 21, 1975, at the same Redemptorist 
Retreat House near Tucson, Arizona. Fr. John Kane, CssR, Retreat Director. It be-. 
gins Monday afternoon, February 17 with dinner at 6:00 p.m., followed by the first 
session, and ends Friday morning, February 2lst. 


IMPORTANT: For necessary coordination and planning, you are requested to check 
off one of the reservation dates listed on the enclosed post card. There is a limi- 
tation as to number of rooms. Reservations will be on a first come basis. 


In spite of the many obstacles and objections, your Claretian Brothers need 
your presence at these retreats for their support and encouragement. Hopefully, 
this matter will be discussed at your next house and/or staff meeting, with a 
serious effort on each ones part to block out one or the other of these retreat 


weeks, If you can't make either one, you might be, as someone said, "busier than 
God wants you to be."
